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SECTION  I. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

Situation. — The  Rural  District  of  Tadcaster  is  situated  in  the 
Mid-Eastern  portion  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire.  On  its  Western 
side  it  is  contiguous  to  the  City  of  Leeds,  and  its  Eastern  boundary 
extends  to  the  River  Ouse  at  the  Village  of  Acaster  Selby,  in  the  Parish 
of  Appleton  Roebuck,  six  miles  South  of  the  City  of  York. 

In  extent  it  covers  an  area  of  71,075  acres,  comprising  forty 
townships  ;  and  it  contains  an  estimated  population  of  29,570,  and 
has  a  gross  rateable  value  of  £270,801. 

Physical  Features. — The  District  differs  from  most  rural  areas, 
not  only  by  reason  of  its  large  extent  and  population,  but  also  on 
account  of  the  varied  characteristics  of  its  Villages,  of  which  the 
majority  are  purely  rural,  whilst  the  remainder  are  more  or  less  of  an 
urban  character.  In  its  configuration  the  District  is  undulating,  thus 
contrasting  with  and,  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view,  possessing  many 
natural  advantages  over  the  adjacent  districts.  The  highest  altitudes 
are  found  in  its  Western  area,  where  at  the  Village  of  Barwick-in- 
Elmet  a  maximum  is  attained  of  48G  feet  above  sea  level.  The  Eastern 
portion  of  the  District,  which  forms  part  of  the  great  Plain  of  York, 
averages  only  25  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum. 

Drainage.  — The  entire  District  drains  into  the  River  Ouse, — 
(a)  the  Northern  portion  by  the  River  Wharfe,  which  is  tidal  and 
navigable  as  far  as  the  Town  of  Tadcaster ;  (b)  the  Southern  portion 
by  the  River  Aire,  which  is  navigable  but  not  tidal  ;  and  (c)  the 
Central  portion  by  a  stream  known  as  the  Bishop  Dyke  and  by  the 
Selby  Dam,  the  former  entering  the  Ouse  at  Cawood,  and  the  latter 
at  the  Market  Town  of  Selby. 

Geology. — Geologically  the  District  may  be  divided  into  three 
main  areas,  approximately  North  and  South. 

(I.)  The  Carboniferous  Formation,  embracing  the  Parishes  of 
Allerton  Bywater,  Ixippax,  Preston,  Swillington,  and 
Barwick-in-Elmet  in  the  West. 

(II.)  A  Magnesian  Limestone  Belt,  about  5  miles  in  breadth, 
occupying  the  Central  portion  of  the  District. 

(III.)  Bunter  Sandstones  in  the  East,  covered  in  the  portion  of 
the  Plain  of  York  by  alluvial  deposits. 

Social  Conditions  of  the  Inhabitants. — In  the  East  of  the 
District  the  inhabitants  are  mainly  engaged  in  agriculture,  and  the 
Villages  are  distinctly  rural  in  type. 

In  the  West,  where  the  Villages  are  mainly  urban  in  character, 
the  staple  industry  is  the  getting  of  coal. 

The  ancient  Town  of  Tadcaster,  which  has  a  history  of  2,000 
years,  and  contains  a  present  population  of  8,340,  is  now  an  important 
centre  of  the  Brewing  Industry.

rate  of  the  District  and  the  Country  generally,  it  is  necessary  that 
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account  should  be  taken  of  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  in  the  Rural  District  as  compared  with  that  in  the  Country  as  a 
whole.  The  standardizing  factor  for  the  Rural  District  is  -962,  and 
the  death  rate  of  104  when  multiplied  by  this  figure  gives  a  figure  of 
100  per  1,000  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  is  therefore  100  per  1,000  population. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907-1915. 

The  above  Act  is  administered  by  the  County  Council. 

38  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year,  and  of  these 
16  died  within  four  weeks  of  birth. 

Table  IV.  shows  the  distribution  of  these  deaths  in  age  periods.

A  large  proportion  of  these  infant  deaths  were  due  to  directly 
preventable  causes,  i.e.,  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Digestive  Disturbances,  etc. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  63-6  per  1,000  births,  which  is 
10'1  per  1,000  less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.

During  the  past  three  years  the  Inspector  for  the  Western 
Division  has,  by  arrangement  with  the  Council,  employed  an  Assistant, 
necessitated  by  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Sanitary 
Inspector,  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  Plans  for  Sewage 
and  Water  Schemes  in  the  various  populous  parishes. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  advised  the  Council  that  this 
arrangement  is  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and  after  consideration  by  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  it  has  been  decided  to  appoint  an  Assistant 
Inspector,  to  act  under  the  Inspector. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  some  increase  in  the  Staff  is  imperative 
in  order  that  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  duties  may  he  adequately 
performed. 

The  population  of  the  Western  Division  is  17,394,  contained  in 
an  area  of  25,943  acres,  and  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  inspector’s 
duties,  the  S.  I.  has  been  responsible  for  a  large  amount  of  Sanitary 
Engineering  work,  which  is  not  get  completed,  and  will  in  all 
probability  continue  for  some  time  yet. 

Unless  adequate  qualified  assistance  is  obtained,  the  Inspector’s 
duties  cannot  be  adequately  carried  out  under  the  present  conditions ; 
and  any  Assistant  appointed  should  be  an  official  of  the  Council.

Extensive  improvements  have  been  carried  out  during  the  past 
two  years,  which  include  the  installation  of  electric  light,  renovation 
of  the  wards  and  equipment,  and  the  provision  of  a  motor  ambulance. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  dejecta  before  the 
discharge  of  all  Enteric  patients ;  and  three  consecutive  negative 
swabs  from  the  nose  and  throat  in  the  case  of  Diphtheria  cases.  The 
members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  are  all  inoculated  against  Enteric 
infection  and  Small-pox. 

SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Pontefract,  Tadcaster,  Selby  and  Hemsworth  Joint  Hospital. 

Situation. — Sherburn-in-Elmet,  within  the  Tadcaster  Rural 
District. 

Accommodation. — Up  to  the  middle  of  the  year  this  consisted  of 
14  beds,  in  two  large  and  six  single  wards.  In  August  a  re-adjustment 
of  the  constituent  authorities  was  effected,  the  Wetherby  Rural  District 
Council  leaving  and  the  Hemsworth  Joint  Hospital  Board  joining  the 
combination.  In  order  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  increased 
population  to  be  served  by  the  Hospital  (approx.  35,000),  the  Hospital 
is  being  enlarged  by  10  beds,  and  the  work  is  now  in  progress.  On 
an  estimate  of  one  bed  per  5,000  population,  the  accommodation  should 
suffice  under  ordinary  circumstances  for  a  population  of  120,000. 
The  capacity  allowed  per  bed  is  144  sq.  ft.,  with  12  ft.  linear  between 
the  beds. 
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The  Hospital  is  provided  with  a  piped  water  supply.

Patients  Treated  during  the  Year. — One  patient  only  was 
admitted  during  the  year  — a  woman,  aged  G2,  sent  in  from  the 
Hemsworth  Rural  District.  The  patient  stated  she  had  been  vaccinated 
in  infancy,  though  she  presented  no  vaccination  scars.  The  disease 
was  definitely  Small-pox  of  the  discrete  variety.  She  was  vaccinated 
on  admission  with  a  negative  result.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  reported  adversely  upon  the 
state  of  many  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  in  the  Village  of  Mickle¬ 
field.  A  Conference  has  been  held  with  the  property  owners,  but 
owing  to  the  alleged  shortage  of  water,  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken 
in  the  matter  of  conversions  to  a  water  carriage  system. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  also  reported  that  the  public  sewers 
are  by  no  means  in  a  satisfactory  state.  It  is  urgently  necessary  that 
improvement  should  be  effected  in  the  sanitation  of  this  Village. 

Conditions  are  by  no  means  satisfactory  in  the  Township  of  Great 
Preston.  Many  of  the  conveniences  are  excessively  large,  frequently 
below  the  ground  level,  and  without  proper  doors.  Several  houses 
also  have  no  sanitary  convenience  within  a  distance  of  25  feet  and 
63  feet.  The  surface  water  drainage  is  deficient,  and  the  condition  of 
the  street,  known  as  End  Row,  is  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state.

The  District  Council  has  made  application  to  the  Ministry  of 

Health  for  full  powers  under  Secs.  112,  118,  P.H.A.  1875  (and  Sec.  51, 
P.H.A.  1907),  for  the  control  of  those  trades  enumerated  in  Sec.  112, 
P.H.A.  1875,  and  under  Sec.  51,  P.H.A.  1907,  to  declare  Fish  Frying 
and  Gut  Scraping  and  Fat  Refining  to  be  offensive  trades,  and  for  these 
powers  to  be  in  force  within  all  Parishes  in  the  District.  Information 
has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  that  these  powers  will  he  granted. 

Byelawrs  for  the  control  of  the  premises  upon  which  Fish  Frying 
is  carried  on  have  been  in  force  within  the  Parishes  of  Allerton  Bywater, 
Tadcaster  East  and  West,  South  Milford,  Kippax,  Micklefield,  and  the 
Allerton  By  water  and  Kippax  Special  Drainage  District  since  June,  1924. 

The  grossly  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  premises  upon  which 
Fat  Refining  is  being  carried  on  at  Garforth  Bridge,  in  the  Parish  of 
Swillington,  have  been  the  subject  of  legal  proceedings  during  the 
past  year.  Notices  upon  the  occupier  were  not  complied  with,  and  on 
application  before  the  Justices  a  penalty  was  obtained. 

Two  applications  for  permission  to  establish  the  business  of  Fish 
Frying  in  the  Parish  of  Kippax  were  refused  by  the  Council.  In  the 
one  case  the  alterations  which  would  have  been  necessary  to  the 
premises  would  have  resulted  in  preventing  through  ventilation  in  the 
house,  and  in  the  second,  the  situation  of  the  proposed  premises  was 
such  that  the  Council  was  of  opinion  that  a  nuisance  would  have  been 
caused  to  adjacent  property.

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HOUSING. 

GENERAL  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

In  describing  the  Housing  Conditions  of  the  Rural  Area,  it  is 
necessary  to  bear  in  mind  the  characteristics  of  each  of  the  two 
Divisions  that  for  purposes  of  administration  the  Rural  District  is 
divided  into. 

Eastern  Division. —  With  the  exception  of  the  Town  of  Tadcaster 
.and  the  Villages  of  Sherburn  and  South  Milford,  the  area  is  purely 
agricultural  in  type,  and  the  population  is  almost  stationary.  The 
Housing  Inspector  for  this  Division  of  the  District  reports  as  follows  : — 

“  There  is  a  general  shortage  in  almost  every  Parish.  The 

insufficiency  being  the  demand  for  a  small  tenement  house  suitable 

for  the  agricultural  and  labouring  classes  whose  wages  are  small.” 

A  large  number  of  the  houses  in  the  Division  are  very  old,  and  are 
built  of  brick  or  lime  and  magnesium  limestone,  without  damp  courses, 
and  during  the  winter  months  they  can  only  be  described  as  being 
“  thoroughly  wet.”  The  general  character  of  the  defects  consist  of 
ill-paved  yards,  excessive  dampness,  and  insufficient  window  area. 
The  rents  are  low,  varying  from  2/- — 4/-  per  week,  and  the  Housing 
Inspector  reports  that  many  of  the  owners  cannot  afford  to  execute, 
the  necessary  repairs.  There  are  practically  none  of  the  modern 
amenities  attached  to  this  old  property,  and  a  great  many  do  not 
possess  a  really  adequate  supply  of  wholesome  water. 

Western  Division. — In  this  portion  of  the  District,  the  Housing 
Conditions  differ  somewhat  from  those  which  exist  in  the  Eastern 
portion  of  the  area.  The  Villages  are  situated  in  the  coal  area,  and 
consequently  a  greater  proportion  of  the  houses  are  of  more  modern 
construction,  and  there  are  fewer  houses  which  can  be  classed  as 
“  Unfit  for  human  habitation.” 

There  is  a  serious  shortage  of  houses,  particularly  in  the  Parishes 
of  Allerton  Bywater,  Micklefield,  and  Kippax,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  deal  with  the  many  cases  of  overcrowding  which  come 
to  light. 

The  Housing  Inspector  for  this  Division  of  the  Rural  District 
states  that  the  general  character  of  the  defects  consist  of  defective 
spouting,  roofs,  and  plastering,  and  insufficient  light  and  ventilation. 

HOUSES  UNFIT  FOR  HUMAN  HABITATION. 

No  action  has  been  taken  by  the  District  Council  in  the  matter  of 
dealing  with  this  type  of  property.  During  the  past  five  years  the 
work  of  the  Council  has  been  directed  towards  the  erection  of  new 
houses,  approximately  700  of  which  have  already  been  built.  But 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  some  serious  attempt  should  be  made 
towards  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  unfit  dwellings.  In  the  Report 
of  the  Housing  Survey  which  was  conducted  in  1919,  it  was  stated 
that  there  were  approximately  83  houses  in  the  Western  Division  and 
164  in  the  Eastern  Division  totally  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
to-day  these  figures  remain  substantially  correct. 
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In  order  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  District  Council  to  this 
aspect  of  the  Housing  Problem,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  laid  the 
following  Special  Report  before  the  Sanitary  Committee  : — 

“  As  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  it  is  my  duty  (under  Section 
8  of  the  Housing  Act  1925)  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to 
a  very  important  side  of  the  housing  question,  still  untouched  upon, 
namely,  the  improvement  of  unfit  houses  and  of  houses  which  fall 
below  a  reasonable  standard  of  fitness  for  human  occupation ;  and  the 
provision  of  a  number  of  houses  to  provide  alternative  accommodation 
for  those  families  occupying  unfit  houses. 

Up  to  the  present  time  the  Council  has  been  busily  engaged  in 
securing  the  erection  of  new  property  for  a  class  of  people  who  can 
afford  to  pay  rents  of  from  7/-  to  10/-  per  week,  hut  I  have  no  record 
of  any  instance  in  which  the  occupants  of  an  unfit  house,  or  of  one  on 
the  border  line  of  unfitness  have  been  accommodated  in  one  of  the 
Council’s  new  houses. 

During  the  past  five  years  two  unfit  houses  only  have  been  closed 
(in  the  Parish  of  Kippax),  and  there  remain  in  many  Parishes  within 
the  Rural  area  large  numbers  of  houses  which  are  totally  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  many  more  which  can  be  designated  as  being 
‘  not  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.’  These  two  classes  of 
house  constitute  a  menace  to  the  health  of  their  occupants,  more 
particularly  in  the  case  of  young  children. 

There  are  several  areas  in  the  Rural  District  which  are  seriously 
detrimental  to  the  health  of  the  people  (these  three  of  such  areas 
situated  in  the  Township  of  Kippax  were  dealt  with  in  my  Annual 
Report  for  1919),  but  for  the  present  I  have  elected  to  deal  with  an 
unhealthy  area  which  is  situated  in  the  Parish  of  Sherburn-in-Elmet. 

I  have  recently,  in  company  with  Mr.  Wood,  the  Surveyor  to  the 
Eastern  Division,  made  a  detailed  inspection  of  this  area  in  Sherburn, 
known  as  Chapel  Yard,  which  contains  very  undesirable  property;  and 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Council  should  take  action  in  the  matter, 
either  by 

(a)  Requiring  the  owners  to  remedy  the  unfit  houses  ; 
or  (b)  Acquiring  the  houses  (under  Section  57  Housing  Act  1925)  and 
the  Council  carrying  out  the  work  ; 
or  (c)  Declaring  a  Reconstruction  Scheme  under  Section  87  of  the 
Housing  Act  1925. 

Action  taken  under  (a)  supra  would  probably  lead  to  a  deadlock 
as  the  owners  would  probably  elect  to  exercise  their  rights  under  the 
Act  to  close  the  houses,  which  in  turn  would  be  abortive  as  the 
Magistrates  would  not  issue  ejectment  orders  on  the  ground  that  there 
is  no  alternative  accommodation.  This  absence  of  alternative  accom¬ 
modation  cannot  be  sufficiently  emphasised. 

The  Council  is  therefore  compelled  to  proceed  under  either  (b) 
or  (c)  supra. 

In  my  opinion  the  most  suitable  course  of  action  would  be  to 
proceed  under  Section  87  of  the  Housing  Act  1925,  and  to  declare  the 
area  suitable  to  be  dealt  with  as  a  Reconstruction  Scheme. 
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The  site  (Chapel  Yard)  occupies  an  area  of  about  half -an -acre.  It 
is  situated  on  the  Eastern  side  of  Finkle  Hill  and  contains  19  houses, 
of  which  (under  a  Reconstruction  Scheme) 

(6)  six  can  be  made  fit  by  the  acquisition  of  more  land  ; 

(4)  four  should  be  demolished  as  being  totally  unfit ; 

(1)  one  should  he  removed  as  an  obstructive  building  ; 

(1)  one  should  be  removed  in  order  to  improve  the  approach  to  the  site  ; 

(7)  seven  (facing  the  highway)  can  be  improved  at  a  comparatively 
small  cost. 

All  the  houses  are  supplied  with  a  piped  water  supply,  but  in 
many  cases  are  deficient  in  sanitary  accommodation,  and  few  possess 
an  adequate  food  store. 

The  ground  adjacent  to  the  dwellings  is  impaired,  is  in  a  sodden 
condition,  and  the  surface  water  drainage  is  totally  inadequate. 

Mr.  Wood  has  prepared  plans  of  the  area  together  with  a  list  of 
his  suggestions  for  improving  the  area  as  a  Reconstruction  Scheme, 
and  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  refer  the  matter  to  a 
sub.  committee,  which  should  view  the  site  in  order  to  become  familiar 
with  the  state  of  affairs. 

Again  I  desire  to  strongly  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  Council  has 
up  to  the  present  time  done  nothing  towards  remedying  unfit  property, 
and  the  most  pressing  public  health  need  at  the  moment  is  adequate 
action  in  the  direction  af  providing  healthy  houses  for  that  section  of 
the  people  who  are  occupying  unhealthy  areas.” 

TOTAL  NUMBER  OF  HOUSES  BUILT  UNDER  THE

THE  HOUSING  CONSOLIDATED  REGULATIONS,  1925. 

Part  IV.  of  these  Regulations  deals  with  the  Inspection  of  Houses, 
and  Section  27  (2)  reads  as  follows  : — 

“  The  Local  Authority  shall,  as  part  of  their  procedure,  make 
provision  for  a  thorough  inspection  to  be  carried  out  from  time  to 
time  according  to  the  varying  needs  or  circumstances  of  the  dwelling- 
houses  or  localities  in  the  district  of  the  Local  Authority.” 
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THE  HOUSING  ACT,  1925. 

Part  I. — Section  I.  (1),  reads  as  follows  : — 

“  In  any  contract  for  letting  for  habitation  a  dwelling-house  at  a 
rent  not  exceeding — 

(a)  In  the  case  of  a  house  situate  in  the  Administrative  County 

of  London,  Forty  pounds  ; 

(b)  In  the  case  of  a  house  situate  elsewhere,  Twenty-six  pounds. 

There  shall,  notwithstanding  any  stipulation  to  the  contrary,  be 
implied  a  condition  that  the  house  is  at  the  commencement  of  the 
tenancy,  and  an  undertaking  that  the  house  will  be  kept  by  the 
landlord  during  the  tenancy,  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  human 
habitation . ” 

In  the  Eastern  Division  there  are  approximately  2,000  houses, 
and  in  the  Western  Division  8,000  houses,  of  not  more  that  £26  p.  a. 
rental,  for  which  the  Council  is  responsible  for  the  systematic 
inspection. 

Deference  to  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Tables  will  show  that  in  the 
Western  Division  130  and  the  Eastern  Division  65  houses  were 
inspected  during  the  past  year.

shows  the 

amount  of  work  carried  out  during  the  past  year  in  connection  with 
the  places  upon  which  milk  is  produced.  In  the  Western  Division  of 
the  District  it  will  be  seen  that  twenty  of  the  sheds  have  been  improved 
by  structural  alterations,  i.e.,  increased  cubic  air  space  per  cow,  in¬ 
creased  light  and  ventilation,  etc.  In  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  area 
5  sheds  have  been  dealt  with.  During  the  past  five  years  considerable 
improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  premises  upon  which  milk  is 
produced,  though  during  the  period  1923 — 1924  much  of  the  work 
had  to  be  held  up  owing  to  the  outbreak  of  Foot-and-Mouth  Disease, 
especially  in  the  Eastern  Division  of  the  district.  It  must  be  admitted, 
however,  that  it  is  easier  to  obtain  structural  alterations  to  premises 
than  to  persuade  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  actual  process  of  milk¬ 
ing  and  the  handling  of  milk,  to  practise  strictly  cleanly  methods,  e.g., 
the  washing  of  hands,  the  grooming  of  the  cattle,  the  efficient  steriliza¬ 
tion  of  the  milk  vessels,  etc.  The  whole  question  of  clean  milk  is 
entirely  a  question  of  cleanly  methods. 

Though  some  improvement  has  been  effected  in  the  cowsheds 
much  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  providing  suitable  dairies  on 
the  various  milk  farms.  Each  milk  farm  should  he  provided  with  a 
room  in  which  the  milk  and  milk  cans  may  be  stored,  and  the  various 
milk  containers  sterilized,  and  the  milk  cooled. 

THE  MILK  AND  DAIRIES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  September,  1925,  and  it 
provides  (inter  alia)  for 

(a)  The  examination  of  the  cattle  in  dairies  ; 

(b)  The  examination  of  samples  of  milk  ; 

(c)  The  labelling  of  cans  and  receptaoles  with  the  vendor’s  name  and 

address. 

The  terms  of  this  Act  have  been  fully  explained  to  the  Council  by 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Council  has  sanctioned  the 
employment,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  of  a  Veterinary  Surgeon 
to  examine  the  cattle  in  the  various  dairies.  Instructions  have  also 
been  given  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  milk  for 
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the  Tubercle  Bacillus.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  the  coming  year 
good  progress  will  have  been  made  towards  the  detection  of  milk  which 
is  likely  to  give  rise  to  tuberculous  diseases.

THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS  1924. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1925,  and 
they  provide  for  : 

1.  The  systematic  inspection  of  animals  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

2.  The  control  of  stalls  from  which  meat  is  sold. 

3.  The  conditions  under  which  meat  is  handled  and  transported. 

4.  The  marking  of  meat  after  competent  inspection. 

The  Regulations  have  been  fully  explained  to  the  Council  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  District  Council  has  decided  that 
notice  of  intended  slaughter  shall  be  sent  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of 
each  Division  of  the  Rural  area.

It  is  one  of  the  duties  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  “  from  time  to 
time  and  forthwith,  upon  complaint,  to  visit  and  inspect  the  shops  and 
placsskept  o  r  used  for  the  preparation  or  sale  of  any  article  of  food  to 
which  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  in  that  behalf 
apply,  and  examine  any  article  of  food  therein,  and  take  such 
proceedings  as  may  be  necessary.”

There  were,  therefore  known  to  be  in  the  District  211  cases  of 
Tuberculosis — 116  males  and  95  females. 

The  average  number  of  cases  notified  for  the  years  1920 — 1924 
is  Pulmonary  45  cases  and  Non -Pulmonary  8  cases. 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 
— The  object  of  these  Regulations  is  to  prevent,  so  far  as  possible,  any 
person  who  is  aware  that  he  is  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 
respiratory  tract  from  entering  upon  or  continuing  in  any  employment 
or  occupation  in  connection  with  a  dairy  which  would  involve  the 
milking  of  cows,  the  treatment  of  milk,  or  the  handling  of  vessels 
used  for  containing  milk.  No  action  has  been  called  for  under  these 
Regulations  during  the  year. 
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Eight  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  registered  of  cases  which 
had  not  been  previously  notified.
